DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 
The information disclosure statement filed 8/20/2004 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1 .98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is 
presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1.56(c) most 
knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in 
the English language. It has been placed in the application file, but the information 
referred to therein has not been considered. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: reference number "46" on line 3 and line 8 of page 7, "openings 50 and 52" 
on line 7 of page 7. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1-3, 12, 13, and 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Mooser (US patent no. 2,793,468). Mooser discloses an article of 
furniture comprising a self stabilizing support comprising a first (12) and second (13) 
pair of legs (12 and 14), means (14) connected to the first pair of legs for supporting the 
article of furniture (15), a bearing (16) acting between the first and second pair of legs 
and allowing the second pair of legs to pivot with respect to the first pair of legs about 
an axis (horizontal axis on a horizontal plane), whereby the four legs of the first and 
second pair can, by suitably pivoting the second pair of legs with respect the first pair be 
firmed planted on an uneven surface to support the structure and damping means (17) 
to dampen and resist pivoting movement of the second pair of legs about the bearing. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fomns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent nnay not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mooser 
(US patent no. 2,793,468). Mooser discloses an article of furniture which could be a 
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chair (col. 1 , line 17). However, Mooser does not disclose the chair is one with a back. 
However, chairs with a back Is conventional. It would have been a matter of obvious 
design choice to use the support on conventional chairs with seat and back. 

Claims 4-1 1 and 15-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form Including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The prior art of record demonstrate various supports with pivoting 
legs of general state of the art.
